REQUEST FOR ENTRY OF PREVIOUSLY FILED DOCUMENTS 

On October 10, 2003, Applicants faxed a Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment 
and supporting documents (marked as Exhibit A, and hereinafter collectively referred to as the 
"Petition"). The supporting documents included copies of 

a Notice of Abandonment (mailed September 23, 2003); 

a Transmittal and Response to Restriction Requirement and Petition for Extension of
